The conclusions that a 
Nev/ York physician ha* 
drawn front x*rav* and 
photographs of the lata 
resident John F. Kenne- 
dy’s body cast serious 
doubt on ihe Warren Com- 
muss.on report, j ?dinnc- 
sota political scientist said 
Sunday. 


Statements made Friday 
by Dr. John K. Lattirr.er, a 
urologist who was allowed 
to sec the S3 ::*rays, color 
transparencies and olack- 
and-white negatives taken 
during the Kennedy autop- 
sy, underscore "serious 
discrepancies" between 
the Warren report and the 
report of the original au- 
topsy, as reprinted in the 
commission’s documents. 
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dents — considerably 
more than the 1967 figure, 
but stiii only slightly more 
than 2 percent of the 
43,000 students on cam- 
pus. 

• Some of the largest gains 
were made In the state's 
• small, privaiecolleges, 
many of which turned to 
extensive, out-of-state re- 
cruiting efforts to bolster 
minority enrollments. 

The private Macalester 
College reported about 313 
minority students this past 
fail — which is about three- 
fifths of ail the blacks,* 
American - Indians and 
Spanish - sumamad s t u- 
dents enrolled in the six- 
college, J'i.OUO-siudcrit 
state college system. 

Macaienter’s minorities, 
which include about 273 
blicks, 22 .American Indi- 
ans and 18 Spomsh-sur- 
nnmeu. con.-di w’J ic about 
la percent of the school's 
2.C00 students. Most were 
enrolled through the col- 
lege's Expanded Educa- 
tional Opportunities pro- 
gram, which brings low- 
income students to the 
campus, gives them total 
financial aid and provides 
them with whatever extra 
help they need. 

When Fred Easter became 
director of minority af- 
fairs at Carlctor. College 
in Northfield in 1968, that 
college had set a goal or 
raising its minority enroll- 
ment from about 2 percent 
to 10 percent. 

"I was on the road recruit- 
ing 9 to 11 weeks that 
first year," Easter re- 
called. He traveled 
throughout the country in 
search of minority stu- 
dents who might not have 
the money, test scores or 
high school record that 
would ordinarily get them 
into Carlcton, but who 
still would be capable of 
handling the work once 
admitted. , 

The fruit ct Easter's la- 
bors is now being realized. 
Tibs fall the college en- 
rolled 135 minorities (125 
of them black) ameng its 
approximately 1,5C0 stu- 
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ey, directed their efforts 
more at American Indians. 


Concordia College in 
Moorhead, Minn., with a 
full-time Indian consultant 
now on its staff, reposed 
that 10 of its 52 Ameri- 
can-born minorities this 
fall are American Indians. 
St. Scholastica College in 
Duluth, Minn., with New 
Careers and Hoad Start 
programs, reported that 9 
of its 28 minority students 
are Indians. 


Except for the University 
of Minnesota’s Twin Cities 
campus, the largest Indian 
student enrollment in the 
state is at Bemidji State 
College, where state edu- 
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cation o.licials report 14b 
American Indian students 
receive financial aid. 


An Indian-oriented federal 
Talent Search program is 
conducted there, as well 
as « special services pro- 
gram for any students 
.who need counseling and 
help. 

Eemldji's total enrollment 
is about 4,500 students. 

According to the best esti- 
mates from college offi- 
cials, the six state colleges 
enroll about 500 ’American 
blacks, Indians and Span- 
ish-surnamed students. 
This amounts to about 1 
percent of their total en- 
rollment. 

Tnc largest school in the 
state system, Mankato, 
with about 12,000 stu- 
dents, reported about 120 
minority students this fall, 
almost double last year’s 
total. About 10C of the 
students are black. 

S c v c r a 1 institutions, in- 
eluding I lamline, St. 
Thomas and St. John's, re- 
ported American minority 
enrollments in the 20- to 
30-s t u ci e n t range, with 
just a few additional stu- 
dents in each of the last 
couple years. 

R c c e n’t minority enroll- 
ment data was not availa- 
ble from all state junior 
colleges, but in 1970 the 
minority student enroll- 
ment was estimated at 1.4
